eoals at the pits had fallen geveral ebillings per chaldros, and 
the approach of the dog-days rendered the account extremely 
probable, We fod, notwithstanding, that coals, which on the 
Jat of July bere only 35s. Od. per chaldron, bad, on the 10th, 
viten to 308.34, ; and on the 12th, to 408, Sd. ; that those which 
on the lst were at 39., 6d., were, on the 34, 408, ; on the 6th, 40s, 
3d.; on the J0th, 429.3 and on the’ 12th, 42s, Gs,; and, in’ 
fact, that every species of oon! had, from the ist tothe 15th in- 
tat, risen in proportion, In the mean time the arrivals in the 
river bad net diminished in the samo degree. We have not 
before ua the exact quantities that arrived dariag the last or 
present mooth, bat the following is an acconnt of the quantities 
which entered the river on the two previous moaths— Apri} 
62,198 chaldrons; May, 126,441. 


The arsivale of vessola in the river, from the Iet inst, te the 
15h inclusive, amounted te 361, aad the following is the rate of 
theie artis als — ~—From the latte the 4ib, 78; from the Sth to the 
Th, 56; on the Bth, 90; from the Bih te the 10th, 48; from the 
10th to the 12ih, 34; and from the 19th to the 16th, 65, Seach 
are the facts. The demand for fuel has diminivbed, the sapply

REVENUE OF IRELAND. 


The Easief LIVERPOOL presented « repert from tne commis- 
sidnces appointed to inquire inte the revense ef Ireland. The report 
did great henenr to the commissioners who had drawn it ap, aod he 
could wot lay it on the table calling the serious attention of the 
house, and more especially the attention of these of their lordship» whe 
were connected with Leland, to this mest important investigation of the 
Guancial system of that conntry. Their lordships would Od that the 
commigsioners had recommended very important measures, and he was 
perdanded that if the investigation should be properly followed ap, the 
resalt coald not bet be more beneficial not only to that part ef the coun- 
wy te which the inquiry had beeu more particalarly directed, bat to the 
empire silarge, It woald be for their lerdships afterwards to consider 
what regelations should be agepted ander the sanction of Parliament. 
Bet if the regalations proposed were foueded on justice and soand 
poliry, ve local interests, no persone! interests, no consideration of 
favour or partiniiiy, onght te operate to prevent their being carried into 
effcet. fa saying this, he wat confident thot if theic lordships were coe- 
viaced that the recommendation ef the commissioners had trath and 
jostion on ite side, they would give it their liberal support withent fa- 
vour, feer, or partiality. 

‘The Barief LIMERICK experienced mich pleasure in hearing 
what bed fallen from the ooble earl, and concurred with bim te the con- 
vietion, teatvo ideas of interest of fevour eaght to be aliewed to pre- 
vent the carrying inte effect © measure calculated te premete the public 
welfare. ' 

The Morqnie of LANSDOWN could wot refrain from stating thet 
he had heard with great satisfaction (he expiasation made by the able 
earl respecting the report be tad jest presented, and alse the expression 
of the noble éarl's sentiments en the impertant subject, is which he 
doabted wot their lerdobips aad the coqnicry wenld concer, He trusted 
that the investigation would be effeetualiy followed up. Tt was not for 
bie to anticipate what might be the result of the recommendation ia the 
report en the table; byt the lnvestication had fully jeetified the spinon 
given by the emineut person whe fist suggested the iequiry. 


The Ear! of DARNLEY Meo stated his approbation of the sentiment 
expressed by the noble earl, bat took the present opportenity of advert. 
ing to what had takew place oo asahject to whichbe bad before called 
their lerdships’ atication - namely, the stationery furnished ta pablic 
offices in Iteland. He andersteed that the Honse of Commons had vo. 
ted a specific som te make geod loss in the stationery department. If, 
however, be had the papers which bed beea moved for, he should be 
able to prove that the pablic had already paid fer too much. He wished 
to know whet was the eause of ihe delay ia their prodection ? 


The Rerl of LIVERPOOL observed, that & proposition had been 
made to supply stationery lor asperific sum, aod that am arrangement 
was going os respecting It, The deley in making ont the returns had 
arises (rom the great number of years whic the motion embraced and 
which readered the making of extracts a business of considerabie time. 


IRISH GRAND JURY PRESENTMENTS. 

The Marques of LANSDOWN reminded their lordships, that ia 
consequence of what bed passed the ether Gay on the bill relative to 
graed jary preceniments, li was considered that there was net sufficient 
iofermation before the house to justify their adopting (he measare wiih 
satiofaction to themselves. It was, however, theeght, that it would be 
advieable te record the opinion of the bease eo the sebject, aed he 
therefore now moved a sepelution, recogaising the principle of the will,

thee bill, There was ne disposition in the Government of Irvelead te 
Cherces andely ike power which it was eslertunaiely eecessary te give 
ber to ietain it a moment « lowger thas ibe sclcly of ihe country requir.

ed, There was wo reason to apprehend that the powers givea by the 
ect would be misused ; bat the despatches from the Lerd Lieutenant 
showed, that theagh tranquillity and secarity te property Was en- 
sored by the act, there wee reasen to apprehend the most 

effects woald take place were it to be suspended. Their lordships wontd 
not do their duty to the loyal inhabitants of Ireland, if they did net give 
to the government of that country sach powers as were capable ef giving 
secarity to liberty and property, and witheat which government could be 
ef no ase. Under these circumstances, he anticipated their lordebips’ 
assent te the bill. 


The Marquis of LANSDOWN did not mean te oppese the bill, bat 
did not thick be would be justified in giving a silent vote, Thengh he 
mgt adinit the messore to be necessary for the satety of the country, 
he considered himself boand to enter his protest against continuing te 
act on the principle of this bill, which was the offepringof a system of 
Niation of evile, anaccompanied with any evidence, at least any par- 
amentary evidence, of an intention to adept means for the renssoel of 
those evils. The despatches to which the noble earl had referred con. 
tained « condemastion of the measure, Tt was eteted that the insur. 
rection act bad @ temporary effect, bat that the moment its operation 
was withdrawn from a distriet, the same evil recurred, Thos it was 
evidently neremedy. It might preserve tranquillity for a while, but 
their lordships were beund to lese no opportunity for taking measures 
to bring about a retura te consti(ational a jo Ireland. Whae 
was necessary te be done was, to teach the people wet to depedd for 
their sebarity on the condnct of any Lord Lieutenant or the magistrates, 
bet on thelr owe rights and the laws of the conntry. Tt waste the full 
protection of the law, and toaconscious conviction of that protection 
in the minds of the people, that their lordehipe were to look for tranquil. 
lity. The noble marqnis eoncladed by objecting to the elaese which 
provents ections being bronght against magistrates for any thing done ia 
the execetion of this act, aed intimated hie lotention of proposing as 
amendment on it in the comalttee, 


Lord ELLENBOROUGH, thoagh he disapproved of the principle 
of the bill, felt himee!( boand to agree to it, as it afforded @ proteetiog 
whieh the people of Ireland were by habit brought te expect, To civing 
his consent to this bill, he held the government to be more distingtly 
bowed to introduce measures of conciliation. 


The Rarl of LIMERICK mpperted the bill. Tit did not pase, he 
was convinced there would be we security for the lives and property of 
the loyal part of the inhabitants of Ireland, With respect te ihe clause 
on the subject of actions, be was afraid that If any change was ie 
it, the effect might be to paralyse the efforts of the magistrates, 


Lord REDESDALE also supported the bill, o& the growed of im. 
mediate necessity, The cause of the evil ef which ali complained, he 
observed, was, that the law hadnever been properly administered in 
Ireland. The consequenee was, that ihe eharacter of the people of 
Ireland was affected by that maledministration. La considering the 
character of the poeple of Ireland, he was convinced thet they might im 
time be brought to pay as coreplete sabmission to the laws, asthe peo. 
ple on this side of the Channs!. When the natives of Ireland come te 
this country, they readily submitted to the laws, because they fouad 
that the same laws equally protected thamselves and others, 


The Karl of DARNLEY gave bie. consent te the bill onder the same 
qualification as other moble lords, He expressed @ general confidence 
ie the mobile marquis at the heed of the goverament of Ireland, but 
thooght thet some expianation was due respecting his conduet, in i. 
lowieg « scene lately to take place in Dablio, which was calewiaiod ta 
exerte strong party feeling. He strongly condemned proceedipgs which 
made the name of the founder of Britieh liberty «means of maintaining 
party enimosities, With segard to Ireland, wo real eonld be eg. 
pected from palliatives, It was necessary to go to the rect of the evi, 
and if ee abler had took up the wrgeat subjcet of the sitwation of Ire. 
lend, he wonld bimeelf bring it forward early iu (he ment seasion of 
parliement. 


The Earl of LIVERPOOL reve to say 0 few words iy consequence 
of the ailasion whieb had been made 16 « recent eccurveste in Dobiin. 
He begged to be understood as most distinetly stating, thal what took 
piace ou thé secasion referred to, was aot only contrary te the opinion, 
bet to the Wich of the soble lord at the bead of the Irish government, 
He bed even token iegsl opinion sud advice on the swbject, bot the 
qeestion was found to be one of great deligacy, If any person wie 
wished te prevent the proceedings had come forward avd sworn thas 
something wes contempiaiod which was likely te iesd to 0 breach of the 
public pesos, then the government might have jnierpesed, In this 
opinion he believed bis poule sad iearned friend would eogeur, These 
bBi been great preverstion whigh fed to the transaction, That the 
marquis did eet interferes wes Bet, however, frem any Gisieclination tg 
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ent the nroceeding, bat in consequence of the bigh lege! opinion he 
ad received, 


Tir Basiof DARNLEY did net for @ moment suppose that the 
transection te which he had alluded had taken piece with the cenear- 
renee of the noble marquis, and wae glad thet whet be had said 
given occasion te the explanation which bad been msde. rr 


The LORD CHANCELLOR woold not be deing jastiee to the 
naise marquis, if be did not stare, that after the most careful examias- 
tiow which he eould give te the subject, he was conviaced the noble 
marquie hed done every thing to prevent ihe proceedings alluded to, 
which he was entitled to doby law. 


The Karl of DONOUGHMORE rose to declare his relactant assent 
to this measure se one of imperative necessity alone. He rapased the 
pimost coufidence ia the noble marquis at the head of the Irish govera- 
ment, aod when that distinguished stateman called forbach a measare, 
{it could only be upon the imperious duty which compelled him to resort 
to that means of preserving the frame of society in Ireland, That Ire- 
land had bern loag sad cruelly misgoverned was a notorions fact; but 
the question here was, what roald be done inthe midst of a lawless and 
powerful canfederacy against ail order: such astate of things moat be 

at dawn, and he (the Earl of Dononghmorse), who koew the state of 

reland, #4» comvetied to admit that there was ne oiher way of meeting 
the existing evil than by reserting te sucha measure as this, Seme were 
of vbinion that the bill oaght to be accompanied by other measares of « 
coneilistory nature; befor ome could not eee the necessary connexion 
between this and such measures, and he enpported the preseat bill ea. 
ther ae an isolated one, than as one connected with other views of Iviah 
policy, which, however, indiapensable, wese not now before tha honsm 
Tn « season of peace, when topics of calm deliberation were capabie ef 
bring practically considered, he had not the smallest doubt bet that the 
Marquis Wellesley would enstain his character hy deeply considering 
the siteation of bis country; bat at present hea saw no other course for 
him thaw to resort to strong measures fo support the dominion eof the 
law. i was 6 lamentable (ect, that Iyeisad had pet received the bene- 
file which were autieipated for her by bimseif and ethers at the time of 
the evion. That messace relieved Ircland from « parliament which was 
a tersible engine of corruption—an engine operailng te prodaes ench 
extensive micchie/, that all good men sew ne salety for their country 
bat by the sacrifice of & body which was itehane, Unhappily, however, 
the promise: hoon of selutary goverment had been withheld. He had, 
however, the wimost bepes from ihe preseat Lord-Liewtenant, from 
whose despatches le read several extracts in justification of the present 
bill, and was convisced that when the moment came for calmly looking 
at the state of Eretand, that voble merquis woald be fonad te sastain 
hishigh character. At present, terrible as was the evil, he saw he 
reason to refuse bis eapportto this measure, his eoufidence being al- 
ways in the high qaarter fram which the recommendation came, and 
jvetified only by the necessity of the case, 


The Earl of ROBSLYN rose to address their lordships, because he 
was anwilling to be jeciudedin the sweeping declaration eof a noble 
earl who bad preevded him—that all who were present were ready te 

ive @ tacit approbation to thie measure, He feared that they moat 
k te it, not asa temporary, bat a a permanent measere, inasmach 
ashe could see no prospect of any satisfactory \sene te the present dis- 
conteeta of Leeland, He ebjecied to ibe bill, becanse it gave an excea- 
sive power over the people te the magisiracy, in whem the peeple io 
general placed but litte eoufidence. He believed that the population 
of Irelavd locked more Frequently for protection to ihe military efficere 
stationed among them, than they did to the magisirecy of their country, 
thench the latter were bownd by their oaths te afford it to them at every 
rick and upon all cocasions, 


The Farl of RODEN believed that no other measere was se well 
ealcnlated as the preeeat te meet the evil ander which Ireland new 
laboured, or to afford secarity and p:etection te all classes of bis Majce- 
ty’s entjeets in that country. He attributed the evils of Ireland, not te 
the want of Catholic emancipation, but te the absooteeship ofits great 
landed proprietors, La thatepision be was fully borne eat by the fact, 
that wherever the landlord resided on hie estate, there pesee and pres- 
perity always existed, Ifthe peble marquis opposite was as well ee- 
quainted as he(Eerl ef Roden) was with the condiiion of Ireland, he was 
gure that the ooble marquis weald never propose to make such altera- 
tons of the bill (a the Commities as he had that evening gigee aotice of. 


Lerd HOLLAND had no hesitation in saying that if hk could con- 
fide to any man such frightful and enceustitutional powers as were grant. 
od by itis Bill, be weald confide (hem to the woble marqsis at present at 
the head ef the Irish Government ; for he weald admit in the most breed 
aod explicit meaner, thai as far as he coald the bebe marque 
bad slays exereised those powers with calm jem aad cautions 
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judgement. The powers, however, that were granted by the inserrectiog 
act, he would never agaie grant fo any individwal,es long a2 be had a 
seatin & Beritieh hoase of parliameat. He had once in his life sapperted 
sock « bts bat withéet acy affectation of comecience, he would say 
thet the vote which ke hed given in support of it, ay like @ lomp of 
lead apon his mind, and @as the only set of his polivical life, of which 
noon @ retrespect he sincerely repented. Cue of bis @bjeetions to the 
bill wes the enormous extentef its pawers, The noble end iearned lord 
eppesite caid that these powers were abselately aeressary. Aliowing 
that they were to, still he would ack why is not the bill coulerring them 
accompanied by some measore of & conciliatory watare? “On,” said 
another nobie lord, “* bow can vou expect the noble marquis to be pre- 
pared with a measure of that natare incis months, when I, whe have 
been 20 years examiniog inte the causes of the evils in Ireland, have 
not been Wile te discover a remedy fer them; and further, when the 
British Government ia the leng lapse of 606 years tras been equally 
ansucecestfal ®’ Sach « reply, however, wee but @ very sorry argument 
for a continaance of the present sestem. He should have espected that 
ifthe evilecomplained of had already exteted S00 year., and thoce jaws 
whiek they had passed to remove, bed only served to ageravete them, they 
wonld have determined as 8 last resource, to atopt e new live of conduct, 
aod te try conciliation where coercion had abeolatety failed. The wobie 
lord, hawever, attributed mach of the evil of Iretend fo the went of res. 
pect paid to the laws by the popn lation of that cowntry: he «ould, how. 
ever, ask, were the laws themecives respectable? So loug as they 
were of s nature like thet epon their table, ie wonld make beid to sry 
that they would never excite respect ia the breasts of either the people 
orthe magistracy, When the late tasteless and cowardly inaaits to the 
rreat mass of Trish fecling was meationed im the Housed, a noble bord bad 
said (hat the noble margals at the bead of the Irish government bad ne 
power ta put them down. If that were the case, be would ack why 
it wes eo, and why Parliament hed not given to hies that euthori- 
ty, when it ted given to bim ether atethority much more odious, 
mech more dangerens, end mach more eaconstifational? The pre 
sent bill wasen inetance of that bind of anthority; and, evan Eog- 
lich geatieman, he wenld sey, thet if each « bill were passed in Eng 
land, he would immediately Oe Ne ee 
hecener he wee convinced thal me man contd exreute it without . 
ing « werse man in character and principle, and whetewas, wre 
ne less important, a worse subject to @ free geverament. The 
baren thea preceeded te ridicale the idee of atiribating al] the evile 
of Leland tothe absenteeship of its great landed proprietors ; aed after. 
wards proceeded to state that he shonid opnose this bill, first, because 
it was liable to above, not to mack from the Goverament, as from the 
internal mrgietracy of Ireland. Lodeed, divided as Ireland was inte 
two great factions, it wae not lees anjast than impolitic to give one of 
them each enormous powers as thie bill did ewer the erber, It placed 
arbitrary power ia the hands of those whe were ily co abase it, some- 
times from fear, and at other times from a wish to take revenge. Indeed 
he would rather confer sack authority as if gave upon the mmiiary off. 
cers of the crows, than upon there whem it employed iv Ereteed ia @ 
civil capacity, Tr bed been said by come individes! whom be did oot 
keow, in a place of which he knew as little, thar thie wan very extrecrdi- 
nary dertrine ia him who hed an hydrephebia of military power. IMydre~ 
phobic of military power! The expression wes most extraertivery, aad 
if need by an Irishman, fally proved what a woble lord bed stated that 
evening, that Ireland wasia gread wast of good schoolmasiers. Indeed, 
if the person whe had recently used it, bed qeed it qr the time he was of 
tender age, in all probability his “ fondementsl featere,” to borrow 
another word from the same escabubary, would have enffered a littic for 
so daring a metaphor. (leughter.) He would, hewever, state a reason 
why it was net so very extraordinary ia him to held this doctrine. It 
was thie—thatif lt were peceseary to grant excessive powers, it was 
better to give them te these whese were the mest aceastomed to the use 
of them, inarmach as he had observed that the regelar practitioner al- 
ways left alesse wound behind bim then the ignorant dabbler le the art 
of phyeic. The eeble baren then proceeded tostate other arguments 
againet this biIL He said that it was ect adopted to the ead whic it 
professed te bavein view. It was net op wellcaiculeted te pot dows 
the present evils of Iveland, as many ether measures, which, theagh epew 
te objection, were aoge of them epen toeneh shjections as cowld be erg- 
ed ageinst the measere. Tt wae a disappeietment to parliament cad te 
the country at large, inasmech as it was get arcompenied by any mrasere 
of redress, ashed been promised at the commencement ef the eenics. 
Over aad abowe all, it was calculated te aggravate ell the evile ander 
which Ireland at present sheeres. Having a!) these disadvantages, ead 
being alee contrary te the epiritef the Britich constitution, be could oot 
for & moment consent to the passing ef snek 4 measare, 


Tre LORD CHANCELLOR thee pat the qrestionj and the bili was 
read a ircond time witheet @ divesion, It was thee ordered to be com>

terference with sacred rights aud perpetaal priveleges The Catholic 
Poblic, we cay, demacted an exhibit of the Vestry is, and s 
chenge of men, as well as messurcs, knowing how mach the latter alway* 
depend upon the former, sad how senseless the attempted separation of 
them it, in these whe would fain be thought aninfleenced by characters 
and oploiens. ; ; 

The cawning calprite, who where all laymen, set their forces to 
Work ; and with their if-gotten wealth or inflacace breaght over the 
Priest, who, when she congregation demanded « Meeting in Vestry, 
shat op the Chareb! The service of God was of vo importance in their 
eyes, compared with the worship of Memmmon; and since we have Divine 
authority and daily proof of the impossibility of serving these two mas- 
ters; they adhered to the more profitable service of the latter, and kept 
the Cherch impengteably closed. 


The Public were sot, however to be shaken; they still retained, it 


“be true, a reapect for these feelings aod principles, which their pastors 


and drarone had co wantonly abandoned ; and believing the Chareh, as 
a consecrated edifice; to be the only piace suited (o Meetings intended to 
regulate ite government, they lamented in silence, that the shetting it 
up by the Priests and their bribers, rendered it impossible to remedy 
the evil without aa net of sacrilege in making a forcible entrance, and 
bursting asunder by violence gates that should never be entered, but in 
Lumiuity aad pesee., 

It was discovered, however, after some time, that as the Chareh 
vard was consecrated gronnd, it was as well suited to the object of the 
Meeting, os the Chore jveelf, end that the election of new Vestrymen 
contd take place there, wlihont any violation of their respect for estab- 
lished Charch regulations. The gates af this were even barred against 
them; but they were able te surmount this difficulty, by getting ever the 
railing end the wall; and having met together in fall assembly in the 
Chorch-gerd, elected the Vestrymen of their own choice, and voted the 
old Offenders, and the Priest whe supported them, sll ent of offices te 
gether! 

But the Sinners held possresion, and the Reformists were still wnable 
to force them ‘te open eifher the Charch-vard gates, the Chareh 
doors, or, what was the great end of all their wishes, the Choretrfnoks 
and the Chores Fonds, All were kept closed, in dignified ellrare, and 
In contemptnens crore of go walger e ecound, as thk voice of « elemorous 
aod infamuatory Public, 

That Pablic, however, as thithfal to ite elvil, as to its veligions 
principles eed rights, still persevered. A subscription was set oe fost, 
e-a proseentian institeted in the Sepreme Coart;—end an expenditure 
of 10,000 Ropers at Law, bronght dewn judgment on the heads of the 
obstinate and iniquitons devpisers of justice, and of the pe age" 


The Vestrymen wore expelled ;—the virtae of the Bishop's P 1 
Letter, that conatitnted them perpetwol, was denied, and made of nen- 
effect ;—the Priest, who had abused his power in chelteripg them so 
Jeng, was discharged from office;—and the members of thie odion 
Oligarchy were, by the blessing of Providence, dispersed and destroyed ! 


The benefits of this anshaken Grmness and persererance were soon 
apparent, The Church Wardens and Vestry were now composed of one 
Priest end few tay members,—each of whem were meade reapensible 
Jedividually, and the whole es a body collectively, te the Catholic con. 
gregation, er euch ef the community a: in any wey coatribated te the 
Fonds of the Church, They were, and still, ave obliged to elese their 
Accounts every moath, and exhibit them pablicly every two years; at 
the end ef which period, 0. vee Election takes place, and the conduct of 
the Wardens and other Officers ip examined into, and pronounced en 
accordingly. Even the Privata thempelves are made responsible to their 
Gock. for any irregelarities of life, es conduct; and hold their places on 
gt (eure of public approbation | 

Ky this evetem, which has ewer since been adhered to, the Fande ef 
the Charch have been se redeemed, that from being as at that peried, 
{about 80 vears age) eerily @ lack of rupees in debt, they have now 
wpwards ef two lacs of rupees tn bend; white Charity bes flowed fete 
new and antried channels; and the very consriousnees and recarity of 
the Funds being well applied, has tended te meke the denatians te it 
more sbauwdent than at any former pesied af their Cherch history. the’ 
ne ther the Catholic population, ner their means of wealth, have. latterly 
fecroased 

Sach bs the brief history ef this authenticated case; such the force 
ef public epinien; and euch the benefits that reselt from acting eb prin 
ciples rather thar on conernirnes! 


Oar Cathohe Brethren, afterteading the above, nced not be 
told that itis their duty to maiatain inviolate the rights bought at 
such a price aud secured te them by 30 honorable astrageic. Bas 
we are sorry to ondersiand, that there exists @ dispor'lien Ina eer- 
tian quarter to bring the afeira of the Church again weder the 
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contro! of the Bishop of Maliapore. Now is the time to defea 
sach a project ; for if the oppertanity be allowed te slip, before 
another Election retarns, it may be too fate. It is a sacred 
tion incumbent on all to give their vote ouly for seeb persons as they 
are sonfident will inthe capacity of Wardeos discharge their daiy 
honestly and conscientiously, respect the feclings and imterests of 
the Congregation, and Grmly resist eny invasion of their right, 
The danger with which these rights are tbreateurd may come te 
an insidious shape ; aed they ought therefore to be the more og 
their guard.

In the same year the Missionaries of the 
ides of St. Augestine foanded the Convent of Bandel, the Cathedral 
arch ef St. Peel, snd the Cherch of Miseracerdia, te which was 
attached a Recothimeste for the protection of ladies: the foundations of 
these sacred baildings are te Ge seen at thie day. The Coeven: of 
Bandel was demotished ia 1640, and rebailt by Jom Gomes de Sete. 


To 1692 the Portegeese committed excesses en the lmperia) Mahal 
et Heogly: the Emperor demanded satisfaction, which was dented him, 
‘Vhe incensed Monarch immedisiely ordered « powertul army, command- 
ed by tweatyi+e Omrehs, to extivpate the Portuguese. Michacl 
Redrigees and bis garimen brazely opposed, and the Moslemans @ ould 
have besieged io vain, hed aot a Portuguese Mestie, Martin Pereira de 
Mello, betrayed the fertrese by poiating out & track through which the 
enemy entered and destroyed all before them with fice and eword. Mi. 
cheel Rodrigues and 16,060 Christian captives were dragged ie the Im~ 
periel resideece at Acre: Ghab Jehan commanded them, as sieves of 
war, to be distributed among the Mosiomens families : ef ihe Gve Aa.

REMARKS 


On tha Effects likely to be produced by the contemplated Discharge of «@ 
Portion of the Bewoat Now-nemirrance Der, and the expediency of 
adopting the Principle of the Euglish Funds in framing eny New Loan —as 
the Heat moans of protrcting its Creditors from further redustion of Interest. 
and consequent deterioration of property. 


The Notifiestion, which issved on Friday from the Treasury, an- 
nouneing the latention of Government to discharge a large pertien of 
their nnremittable Debt, and to allow a partic! tracefer inte a Lean 
bearing @ redaced Interest, has ransed very considerable alarm amongst 
the Proprietors of thisSteck. These holders, for the most part, ere 
epalent Natives, and to sil appearances have been totally uaprepared 
for an event so serionsiy affecting the valve of Property. 


By the Kurepean branch of the commouity, however, that possess 
the capability of balancing the several considerations which regelate 
Public Credit,—the rise aud fall of Pablic Faods,—end the progress of 
national epulence,—the present result has not been udforeseen, but on 
the contrary, cowsidered as an eveut likely to take place on the first con- 
ven ent eccasion, 


The pariicniars of the projected arrangement are net expected te 
be promalgated for some days, and, la consequence, a variety of conject- 
teres are afloat upon the probable tendency which the measure may al. 
timately produce on this denomination of Stock. Some indeed consi. 
der \t improballle that Goverament w ili—at all—be able to accomplish 
the object by a reduction of Interest. Vor this, they assign as & reason 
that ihe enremittable debt has never attained e preminm ef 20 pet cent., 
and, consequently, thet Government will mot be able te verrow at en 
interest of 6. Bat this, in one apprehension, ls quite erroneous, Tn aay 
mew Loan, it is only reasonable to suppose, that if the Company are uot 
already compelled by the Lagislatare to liquidate thoir Debt agreeably . 
to priority ov the Register, which will ensure any new Loan egoinat 
discharge betore the remittable, unless the Rule is veidable by heeping a 
separate Register —a gaurantee weuld be given te the Ovreditors against 
acy further deterioration of thelr Property, and it is the past ebsence of 
this pledge which, in our opinion, bas prevented this Steck from ads ane. 
ing to so high « premium. 

To Native Capitalists, the Remitiable Loan possesses no advantage, 
in point of interest, ever that of the nuremittable, fer theagh they may 
etherwise dispose of it at bist rates, it costs them originally more, 
Aud we have not a doabt but, With a guarauiee of the natore ia ques- 
tion, Government could net oaly accomplish the projected measares, 
but, ere the expiration of aay considerable period, thataS per cent. 
Steck Would carry « premicm of af least 8 per cent. 


If snch premises are correct, aud the state ofthe Pablic Treasary 
will admit of a Positive discharge of the entire Loan, it mast coarse to be 
any matter of sarprise that Government ehoaid wish to relieve their 
Treasury from the payment ef a Gper cent. iuierest npom a Loan, ia 
which ne lovestment can even apw be effected wader a premium of 14.

The ground upon which Capt.in Conway, rested bis defence ap- 
peared tobe, that inasmuch es ihe Plavtiff’s general edverticoment 
stated, ‘that @ credit ef three months Weald be allowed for the ac- 
commodation of their friends,” he was net bahle to he eslled upon ts 
liqaidate the demand ontil that peried bad elapsed; to which it was 
vejoiaed on the part of the Pleiutiffs, that although sacha credit’ was 
useally sllowed, yet when it came to their haowledge that the persen 
was abont to quit Calentta for the apper Provinces, they always consi- 
dered themselves entitied to call for immediate payment, which had bere 
dove in this case, bots eefasal having foltowed, they bad been sader 
the hecessity of reverting te this Court for redress. 


Ma, MeLaeo (the sitting Commissioner) procerded to give Juodg. 
ment, observing that ac it had not been shewn to his satisfaction that the
